It  also  has  a 
new  Editor  who  served  his  apprenticeship  by  publishing  and  editing  Irish  Numismatics ,  a 
bimonthly  journal,  for  sixteen  years. 

When  one  is  appointed  to  the  editorial  chair  of  a  long-established  publication  with  which 
one  has,  literally,  grown  up  as  a  novice  collector,  it  is  with  considerable  trepidation  that  one 
takes  on  the  responsibilities  of  maintaining  a  long  and  respected  tradition.

The  identity  of  the  Editor  is  probably  a  matter  of  indifference  to  the  vast  majority  of  Seaby 
clients.  We  appreciate  that  our  main — and  perhaps  only  function — is  to  inform  them  of  items 
which  they  may  wish  to  add  to  their  collections,  and  to  do  so  in  as  presentable  a  form  as 
possible.  We  do,  however,  intend  to  continue  publishing  authoritative  numismatic  articles  and 
hope  that  our  past  contributors  will  continue  to  favour  us  with  the  fruits  of  their  research.  We 
also  invite  contributions  from  those  whose  work  has  not  already  featured  in  our  pages.  The 
payment  is  small  but  the  rewards  are  many! 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  offer  a  small  inducement  to  new  or  current  subscribers.  Escalat¬ 
ing  costs  forced  us  to  increase  the  annual  subscription  to  £9.50.

COVER  STORY 


The  illustration  that  appears  on  the  front  cover  of  each  issue  is  very  much  a  matter  of 
personal  preference.  Faced  with  exactly  one  hundred  coins,  tokens  and  medals  illustrated  in 
the  Sales  List,  it  was  not  an  easy  task  to  select  one  for  the  place  of  honour  on  the 
cover — especially  when  it  was  the  First  time  to  have  to  make  the  decision. 

The  obvious  choice  would,  of  course,  have  been  one  of  the  Greek  series — perhaps  the  most 
beautiful  coins  the  world  has  ever  seen.  But  which  one?  There  was  such  an  embarrassment  of 
riches  that  we  began  looking  elsewhere. 

Was  it  perverseness  that  made  us  decide  on  the  Commonwealth  unite — generally  regarded 
as  one  of  the  world’s  ugliest  designs?  Perhaps  it  was.  However,  we  feel  that  the  prerequisite 
for  appearing  on  the  cover  is  that  the  item  illustrated  should  have  a  story  behind  it — and  what 
a  story  this  one  has! 

Minted  in  1649,  just  after  the  execution  of  Charles  I,  it  has  a  wreathed  shield  of  St.  George 
on  the  obverse  and  conjoined  shields  of  St.  George  and  the  Irish  harp  on  the  reverse.  The 
latter  design  gave  rise  to  the  Royalist  joke  that  the  shields  looked  like  a  pair  of  breeches  to 
cover  the  Rump  Parliament.  Because  Latin  smacked  of  Roman  Catholicism,  the  legends  were 
in  English  and  the  sun  mintmark  indicated  Oliver  Cromwell’s  Protectorship. 

The  denomination  itself  is  rather  ironic.  The  unite  was  a  gold  coin  with  a  value  of  twenty 
shillings  introduced  by  James  I  in  1604  to  replace  the  gold  sovereign  of  the  same  value.  The 
unite  weighed  less  than  the  coin  it  replaced  and  so  helped  to  raise  funds  for  the  (at  that  time) 
royal  coffers.  Its  name  derived  from  the  original  reverse  legend  “FACIAM  EOS  IN 
GENTEM  UNAM”  (I  will  make  them  into  one  nation).  This  referred  to  the  fact  that  James 
was  the  first  king  of  both  Scotland  and  England  but  could  Cromwell  make  the  same  claim 
after  splitting  in  two,  not  only  James'  successor  but  the  nation  itself  into  monarchists  and 
anti-monarchists?  If  Nazi  Germany  could  echo  the  reverse  legend  “God  With  Us”,  perhaps 
he  could.  This  golden  moment  of  history  is  EG21  on  the  Sales  List.

Queen  on  island  coins.  The  Queen's  head  is  to 
appear  on  Guernsey’s  ordinary  coins  for  the  first 
time  since  the  island  introduced  its  own  coinage  in 
1830.  Apart  from  commemorative  issues  the 
obverse  of  Guernsey  coins  has  always  shown  only 
the  island’s  crest. 

The  change,  designed  to  make  Guernsey  coins 
more  marketable  to  collectors,  will  take  place  with 
the  issue  on  1  April  of  a  new  set  of  seven  coins 
depicting  local  industries. 

The  Queen's  effigy  will  be  the  new  design  by 
Raphael  Maklouf  which  is  to  be  used  on  British 
coins  from  next  year. — The  Times,  24  November 
1984. 


Benjamin  Stack,  a  senior  partner  in  the  New  York 
numismatic  house  of  Stack's  Rare  Coins,  and  a 
vital  part  of  the  rare  coin  industry  for  nearly  30 
years,  died  in  New  York  Nov.  5  of  leukemia.  He 
was  58  years  old. . . .

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


John  D.  Brand's  assumption  (December 
BULLETIN),  that  the  men  associated  with  the 
Canterbury  mint  were  wealthy,  is  borne  out  by  an 
inquisition  in  the  late  13th  century  where,  during 
the  period  of  approximately  a  year  that  the  mint 
was  taken  over  by  the  king,  the  loss  to  the  arch¬ 
bishop  was  assessed  at  approximately  £  1 60. 

Not  only  were  mint  officials  wealthy,  but  highly 
strung  as  well.  Another  inquisition  into  the  death 
of  a  moneyer  at  Reading,  recorded  that  the 
moneyer  was  having  a  meal  at  a  house  where  he 
was  lodging  together  with  three  men  from  Lorn 
bardy;  the  Lombardians  began  to  quarrel 
amongst  themselves;  the  moneyer  objected  to  this 
and  attacked  them  with  a  knife  and  during  the 
struggle  the  moneyer  received  injuries  from  which 
he  died.  The  Lombardians  were  imprisoned  in  the 
Tower  of  London  and  were  subsequently  found 
not  guilty  of  murder.

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A  FOURTEENTH  CENTURY 
HOARD  OF  SILVER  PENNIES 
FROM  AUGHRIM,  CO.  GALWAY

The  already  considerable  collection  of  Edwardian  silver  coins  in  the  National  Museum  of 
Ireland  has  recently  been  augmented  by  the  acquisition  of  21  pennies,  part  of  a  hoard 
discovered  in  Co.  Galway  in  the  mid-1970's.  The  find  was  apparently  made’around  1975-6 
but  only  came  to  light  in  1983.  The  hoard  originally  consisted  of  about  50  pieces,  all  pennies. 
Many  of  them  were  lost  or  dispersed,  however,  and  only  21  remained  together  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  relative  of  the  finder.  The  find-spot  was  in  the  townland  of  Ballyeighter1,  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  south  of.Aughrim  village  and  about  half  a  mile  south-west  of  the  site  of  the 
great  battle  of  1691.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  finder  has  since  died  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
provide  any  specific  details  regarding  the  manner  in  which  the  coins  were  deposited. 

Assuming  that  the  21  surviving  coins  are  fairly  representative  of  the  group  as  a  whole,  the 
hoard  would  appear  to  be  fairly  typical,  in  most  respects,  for  the  period  in  question.  The  great 
majority  of  the  coins  are  English,  the  Irish  and  Scottish  presence  is  small  and  there  is  one 
continental  sterling.  More  than  half  of  the  English  coins,  furthermore,  date  to  the  reign  of 
Edward  I,  although  the  hoard  could  hardly  have  been  deposited  until  at  least  forty  years  after 
his  death.  This  is  a  fairly  common  feature  of  fourteenth  century  Irish  hoards,  many  of  which 
consist  in  the  main  of  worn  pennies  of  Edward  I  and  II  and  relatively  few  of  Edward  III.2  The 
only  point  on  which  the  Aughrim  hoard  appears  to  vary  somewhat  from  the  norm  is  in  the 
presence  of  2  Irish  coins  in  a  group  of  21.  Generally  the  Irish  presence  might  be  expected  to 
be  lower,  in  the  region  of  1-2%. 3  Since  less  than  half  of  the  original  hoard  is  available  for 
examination,  however,  one  must  not  over  emphasise  the  point.  The  latest  coin  in  the  hoard  is 
a  penny  of  Edward  Ill’s  “Florin”  issue,  1344-51.  John  the  Blind  of  Luxembourg,  issuer  of 
the  continental  sterling  did,  of  course,  continue  to  strike  coins  into  the  1340's  but  the  piece  in 
question  here  dates  to  the  earlier  part  of  his  reign  and  was  probably  struck  before  c.  1320. 4 
The  21  coins  are  as  follows:

Most  of  the  coins  belong  to  clearly  recognisable  groups  and  could  be  easily  identified.  A  few 
pieces  proved  to  be  rather  more  difficult  and  I  am  extremely  grateful  to  Mr.  J.  J.  North,  an 
authority  on  the  Edwardian  series,  for  his  kind  assistance  and  advice.  The  most  problematic 
in  terms  of  classification  is  number  1  below,  the  obverse  crown  of  which  displays  features  of 
classes  Id  and  2a.5  Number  2  is  a  penny  of  class  4d  but  the  A  is  barred  which  is  somewhat 
unusual.  Number  15,  a  Bury  St.  Edmunds  penny  of  class  14  has  pellets  not  only  in  the 
obverse  legend6  but  also  a  small  and  clearly  struck  pellet  at  the  end  of  the  reverse  legend.

Continuing  this  series,  mint  by  mint,  we  come  to  Ilchester,  Ipswich  and  Launceston.  The  mint 
signature  for  Ilchester  was  a  variant  of  GIFELCESTER  while  that  of  Ipswich  was  a  variant 
of  GIPESWIC.  Two  moneyers  names  appear  to  be  common  to  both  mints;  these  are 
Aegelwine  and  Lifwine.  When  the  readings  are  unclear  and  abbreviated  it  may  be  difficult  or 
impossible  to  decide  directly  which  mint  is  responsible  for  the  coin,  only  by  die-linking  with  a 
specimen  having  a  certain  reading  can  decision  be  reached.  Possibly  some  coins  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  lists  are  misattributed.  The  type  numbers  correspond  to  those  described  by  Brooke  in  his 
English  Coins.

In  1942,  when  John  Brooker  was  15,  his 
grandfather  gave  him  a  halfcrown  of  George  IV. 
And  so.  like  many  other  schoolboys,  he  was 
launched  as  a  coin  collector.  However,  unlike 
most  other  schoolboys,  he  decided  to  specialise 
two  years  later,  after  a  brief  flirtation  with  Greek 
coins  and  those  of  Henry  VIII. 

His  chosen  field  was  the  coins  of  Charles  I 
because,  as  he  says  in  the  Preface,  he  felt  that, 
“with  the  Civil  War,  this  was  a  period  of  history 
which  has  produced  such  a  wide  variety  of  types 
and  denominations,  together  with  an  interesting 
spread  of  mints”. 

Over  a  span  of  34  years  Mr  Brooker  acquired 
as  many  different  coins  of  Charles  I  as  he  possibly 
could,  with  a  concentration  on  die  varieties.  “At 
one  time”,  he  writes,  “I  bought  a  number  of  the 
coins  of  Charles  I  minted  in  Scotland  and  Ireland, 
but  these  I  later  discarded”.  He  also  excluded 
copper  pieces. 

Many  famous  collections  came  on  the  market 
while  Mr  Brooker's  interest  was  at  its  height  and 
he  was  able  to  obtain  specimens  from  most  of  the 
collections  dispersed  since  World  War  II,  includ¬ 
ing  those  of  Bridgewater  House  and  R.  C. 
Lockett. 

Mr  Brooker  stopped  collecting  in  1978,  by 
which  time  his  collection  contained  1,356  coins  of 
Charles  I.  of  which  297  were  in  gold.  By  March  of 
that  year  his  interest  was  waning  and  he  sold 
ninety  pieces  from  the  collection  to  Spink.  These 
were  quickly  resold,  without  being  photographed 
or  properly  recorded.  Most  of  them,  however, 
have  been  tracked  down  by  the  compilers  of  the 
Sylloge  and  included  in  the  Addenda. 

The  balance  of  the  collection  was  sold  in  1980 
via  Spink  when  Patrick  Finn  arranged  for  the 
coins  to  be  photographed  by  Peter  Davey  and  a 
manuscript  made,  by  Tricia  Williamson,  of  the 
information  on  the  Brooker  tickets. 

The  initial  corpus  was  prepared  by  Jeffrey 
North  in  late  1980  and  it  was  subsequently 
decided  to  include  it  in  the  British  Academy's 
Sylloge  series.  The  entire  project  was  subsidized 
by  John  Brooker  from  the  sale  of  his  collection. 

The  material  is  divided  into  two  main 


sections — coins  from  the  Tower  Mint  followed  by 
those  of  the  provincial  mints.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  con¬ 
tributes  an  essay  on  the  former,  in  which  he  notes 
that  “The  classification  of  Charles'  silver  coinage 
has  always  presented  problems,  and  a  unified 
system  appears  as  elusive  as  ever”.  George  C. 
Boon  writes  on  the  'Provincial  and  Civil  War 
Issues'  and  remarks  that  “The  appearance  in  this 
collection  of  over  500  provincial  and  Royalist 
coins  magnificently  invites  the  author  to  attempt  a 
more  rational  arrangement  of  mints  than  has 
hitherto  been  offered".  He  then  divides  his 
catalogue  into  A.  Thomas  Bushell's  Mints, 
1637-45:  B.  Sir  Richard  Vyvyan's  Mints, 
1642-6:  C.  Other  attested  Royalist  Mints:  D. 
Unattested  Royalist  Mints:  E.  Irregular  coins  and 
Forgeries  and  F.  Siege- Pieces. 

An  essay  on  'The  Patterns'  is  contributed  by 
Peter  Preston-Morley,  the  co-author,  who  was 
seconded  from  Spink  to  re  shape  and  enlarge  the 
manuscript,  add  provenances,  and  prepare  it  for 
publication.  There  is  also  an  extensive  Bibliogra¬ 
phy. 

The  book  is  impeccably  printed  by  the  Oxford 
University  Press  and  we  only  spotted  a  couple  of 
minor  oversights  in  proof-reading.  However  this 
reviewer  regrets  the  lack  of  continuous  pagination 
in  arabic  numerals  which  would  surely  have 
simplified  reference  to  what  is  a  major 
numismatic  work.  For  the  record,  the  volume 
contains  376  pages  by  our  count.

Let  it  first  be  said  that  the  price  differential 
noted  is  because  this  is  the  catalogue  of  an  out¬ 
standing  exhibition  of  Anglo-Saxon  treasures  that 
is  open  at  the  British  Museum  until  10th  March 
1985  (admission  £2,  children,  students,  etc.  £1). 
The  exhibition  is  a  stunner!  It  should  not  be 
missed  on  any  account  by  anyone  with  even  only 
a  slight  interest  in  Anglo-Saxon  art.  The  catalogue 
is  a  beautiful  production  (as  one  comes  to  expect 
of  Cowell's  of  Ipswich)  and  is  excellent  value  for 
money  (especially  so  if  you  buy  it  at  the  Museum 
bookstall).  The  centrepiece  of  the  exhibition  is  the 
British  Library's  magnificent  Benedictional  of  St. 
Aethelwold.  who  died  in  984.  Around  it  are

treasures  of  the  period  from  some  forty  collec¬ 
tions,  public  and  private,  in  Britain.  Europe  and 
America.  There  is  the  Alfred  Jewel  from  Oxford, 
the  Brussels  Cross,  charters,  wills,  seals  and 
coinage.  The  coins  are  the  pick  of  the  B.M.  collec¬ 
tion.  beautifully  presented  and  seen  in  their  con 
texts.  Their  reproduction  in  the  catalogue  is  of 
high  quality.  Of  particular  note  amongst  the 
numismatic  items  are  the  two  coin  dies  and  the 
trial  piece  or  record  piece  in  lead,  all  found  in  the 
recent  Coppergate  excavations  at  York.  The  full 
and  detailed  numismatic  descriptions  and  com¬ 
mentary  are  written  by  Miss  Marion  Archibald  in 
a  special  section  on  Anglo-Saxon  coinage 
(pp.  170-191).  It  is  quite  something  to  see  these 
pieces  (in  actuality  in  the  exhibition,  or  just  in  the 
catalogue)  and  realise  the  Anglo-Saxon  back 
ground,  the  other  fine  arts  that  existed  alongside 
them.  The  catalogue  stands  as  an  important  book 
and  contribution  in  its  own  right  (note  also  the 
"'non  exhibition"  material  illustrated,  the  churches 
and  other  architecture)  that  your  reviewer  can 
only  repeat  is  excellent  value  and  should  on  no 
account  be  missed,  exhibition  or  catalogue,  if  your 
interests  lie  before  "  1066  and  all  that”.

A  HISTORY  OF  MODERN  ENGLISH 
COINAGE:  HENRY  VII  TO  ELIZABETH  II 
by  James  Mackay.  Longman,  Harlow.  1984.

James  Mackay's  book  belies  its  title  slightly  in 
that  most  numismatists  take  "modern”  coins  to  be 
from  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  Here  he  takes  us 
back  to  the  end  of  the  late  Medieval  period,  the 
Renaissance  if  you  like,  with  the  profile  portrait  of 
Henry  VII,  probably  by  Alexander  Brugsal.  This 
is  no  dry  tabulation  of  coins  from  1485  but  a  very 
readable  account  of  the  British  coinage  within  its 
historical  setting,  amply  illustrated  by  virtually 
every  main  type  of  coin  commented  on.  Too  often 
coins  are  not  seen  as  the  vehicles  of  history,  only 


as  objects  in  themselves.  Mr  Mackay's  approach 
is  such  that  the  coins  live  as  part  of  our  history, 
the  people  concerned,  the  particular  choice  of 
types  for  certain  occasions,  etc.  As  James 
Mackay  wryly  points  out  in  places,  some  legends 
were,  with  hindsight,  definitely  ironic:  the  1603 
patterns  with  "By  your  goodwill  the  king  becomes 
great”:  the  angel  with  "The  love  of  the  people  is 
the  king's  protection",  etc. 

James  Mackay  is  the  numismatic 
correspondent  of  the  Financial  Times ,  and  the 
author  of  numerous  books  on  numismatics  (ten) 
and  other  aspects  of  collecting  (his  most  recent  is 
Collecting  Local  History ,  Longmans,  £5.95,  in 
the  same  format  which  also  includes  a  lot  about 
coins  in  their  local  context,  tokens,  etc.).  His 
books  are  always  highly  readable  and  informa¬ 
tive:  A  History  of  Modern  Coinage  is  no  excep 
tion.  It  should  be  studied  by  any  collector  who 
professes  an  interest  in  our  coinage  since 
I  ^85 — he  will  find  much  there  that  will  profit  his 
knowledge.

THE  COINAGE  OF  METAPONTUM:  PARTS 
I  AND  2  by  Sydney  P.  Noe.  Additions  and 
Corrections  by  Ann  Johnston.

American 
Numismatic  Society,  New  York.  1984. 
305  x  210  mm.  xi  +  120  pp,  +  44  plates.  Cloth- 
bound,  $32.00. 

It  is  good  to  see  this  classic  work  available 
again  (originally  published  as  two  monographs  in 
1927  and  1931  respectively).  Ms  Johnston 
provides  a  Preface  to  the  Revised  Edition  and 
then  adds  considerably  to  each  of  the  two  parts. 
On  pp.  35-53  she  provides  "Summary  of  Recent 
Scholarship,  Additions  and  Corrections”, 
particularly  valuable  for  the  listing  and  discussion 
of  new  hoards  relevant  to  the  chronology  and 
Metapontum  incuse  phases  and  an  appendix  of 
the  so-called  "Cotrone”  hoard.  Amongst  several 
interesting  aspects  of  this  period  of  Metapontum 
coinage  she  debates  the  dating  of  the  incuse  types 
and  the  possible  number  of  dies  in  use.  Additional 
coins  to  Noe  Part  1  are  listed  and  illustrated  on 
plate  44. 

The  additional  material  for  Part  2.  pp.  90-108, 
"The  Coinage  in  Double  Relief  to  the  Middle  of 
the  Fourth  Century”  assesses  new  material, 
especially  the  hoards  that  are  looked  at  in  detail 
and  also  tabulated  with  their  possible  dates  of 
burial.  There  is  also  a  useful  concordance  of  Noe 
to  the  major  publications  of  Metapontum  pieces. 

In  making  these  two  monographs  available 
again,  and  together  with  Ann  Johnston’s  new 
material,  classical  numismatists  are  once  again  in 
the  debt  of  the  ANS  for  their  splendid  publication.

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TOKENS  OF 

‘LLOYD’S  WEEKLY  NEWS’ 


by  F.  E.  DIXON 

The  advertising  tokens  produced  by  impressing  the  message  on  very  worn  copper  coins  tend 
to  be  despised  because  of  their  poor  condition.  They  are,  however,  important  relics  of  an 
interesting  enterprise  and,  judging  by  their  appearance,  the  tokens  continued  to  circulate  as 
coins  for  many  years  after  the  overstriking. 

When  Lloyd  launched  his  publication  in  September  1842  most  newspapers  had  to  bear  a 
Id  tax  stamp.  Some  were  exempted  and  Lloyd  initially  secured  the  exemption  and  so  was  able 
to  sell  his  paper  at  Id  per  copy.  But  the  tax  stamp  had  its  merits:  a  stamped  newspaper  could 
be  sent  post  free,  and  reposted  as  often  as  convenient  within  15  days  of  the  date  of  issue.  So, 
after  a  few  months  Lloyd  began  to  use  the  tax  stamp  and  increased  the  size  of  each  issue  to 
justify  an  overall  price  of  3d. 

The  earliest  overstamp  appears  to  have  been  put  in  circulation  at  the  end  of  1842.  It  is  in 
concentric  circles  with  outer  diameters  26  mm  and  20  mm,  reading: 


(outer)  PURCHASE  NUMBER  ONE  OF  LLOYD’S  LAST 
(inner)  NEW  PENNY/PUBLICATION 


The  second  overstamp  is  also  in  two  circles,  diameters  25  mm  and  19  mm: 

(outer)  LLOYD'S  WEEKLY  NEWSPAPER  THREE  PENCE 
(inner)  POST/FREE 

The  third  overstamp  is  in  a  single  circle,  28  mm  diameter,  and  reads:  LLOYD'S  WEEKLY 
NEWSPAPER  3d  POST  FREE 

I  have  the  first  and  second  on  the  two  sides  of  an  Irish  1805  halfpenny,  the  first  and  third 
on  the  two  sides  of  an  Irish  1805  penny,  the  second  on  each  side  of  a  British  George  III  Soho 
halfpenny,  and  the  third  on  each  side  of  a  British  ‘cartwheel'  penny.  This  also  occurs  on  both 
sides  of  an  Irish  1805  penny. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  The  Times  drew  attention  to  the  defacement  of  coin  of  the 
realm — which,  of  course,  gave  Lloyd  extra  publicity.  His  circulation  increased  to  170,000  by 
1861,  when  the  price  was  reduced  to  Id — newspaper  tax  having  been  abolished. 

Lloyd’s  Weekly  News  continued  to  prosper  into  the  20th  century,  when  it  kept  up  to  date 
by  adopting  picture  postcards  as  a  means  of  advertising.

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A  HOARD  OF  TUDOR  GROATS  FROM  MANCHESTER 

by  IAN  McALPINE,  M.A. 

The  records  of  the  Court  Leet  held  at  Manchester  on  7  April,  1575  provide  an  early  and 
detailed  description  of  the  discovery  of  a  small  hoard  of  coins  in  the  district.  The  account 
reads  as  follows: 

The  Jury  dothe  present  that  synce  the  laste  courte  here  holden  there  was  ffounde  in  the 
howse  of  George  Bolton  of  this  towne  of  manchester  in  digginge  of  the  grownde  within  the 
same  howse  xxij  oulde  halfaced  grotes  called  croste  grotes.  They  were  ffownde  by  these 
psonns  followinge,  That  is  to  say  by  John  Brooke  smythe  Syx,  by  John  Garther  Syx  by 
Thomas  Cholerton  smythe  eighte  by  yonge  Nabbs  two.  We  can  not  fynde  Where  any  of 
this  money  dothe  remayne  but  onlie  eighte  of  them  in  the  hands  of  Robert  Marler  constable 
and  ffoure  of  them  in  the  hands  of  George  Bolton.1 

Since  the  court  had  not  met  since  30  September  1574  and  the  coins  had  been  unearthed 
“synce  the  laste  courte  here  holden”  they  must  have  been  discovered  between  30  September 

1574  and  7  April  1575.2 

J.  P.  Earwaker,  the  editor  of  the  published  text  of  the  court  records,  interpreted  the  word 
“halfaced”  as  “Hal-faced”,  an  adjective  identifying  the  monarch  portrayed  on  the  coins  as 
Henry  VII  or  Henry  VIII.1  “Hal-faced”  could  equally  well  be  used  to  describe  groats  of 
Henry  IV,  V  or  VI,  but  the  portraits  on  these  issues  were  virtually  indistinguishable  from 
those  used  on  other  mediaeval  English  silver  coins  so  that  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  court 
scribe  would  use  the  word  in  connection  with  groats  from  these  earlier  reigns.  The  later  groats 
of  Henry  VII  displayed  a  distinctive  portrait  of  the  monarch  in  profile,  a  style  which  con¬ 
tinued  in  use  under  his  successor.  A  hoarder  would  have  little  incentive  to  reserve  the  base 
groats  coined  by  Henry  VIII  after  1542  so  that  it  appears  most  probable  that  the  groats  dated 
from  some  time  between  the  introduction  of  the  profile  issues  of  Henry  VII  in  about  1504  and 
the  Great  Debasement. 

Although  Earwaker's  interpretation  of  the  word  “halfaced”  is  feasible  it  is  equally  likely  to 
be  a  mis-spelling  of  “half-faced”  which  would  be  a  clear  reference  to  the  design  of  the  portrait 
used  on  the  larger  silver  coinage  from  about  1504  to  1544.  Whichever  interpretation  is 
correct  it  is  clear  that  the  groats  dated  from  the  reigns  of  Henry  VII  and/or  Henry  VIII.  The 
term  “croste  grotes”  unfortunately  cannot  assist  in  the  dating  of  the  coins  since  crosses  had 
appeared  on  the  reverses  of  groats  ever  since  the  denomination  was  introduced  in  1279. 

The  apparent  absence  from  even  such  a  small  hoard  of  any  coins  dating  from  before  about 
1504  is  curious  and  provides  a  useful  clue  to  the  date  of  the  hoard’s  deposition.  Had  the 
hoard  been  deposited  within  a  few  years  of  the  introduction  of  the  profile  issue  it  would 
certainly  have  contained  coins  from  earlier  periods.  The  Hartford  hoard  of  1 103  silver  coins 
deposited  in  about  1509  contained  681  pieces  from  the  reign  of  Henry  VII,  331  from  earlier 
reigns  and  91  foreign  specimens.3 

The  weights  of  the  silver  coinage  were  reduced  from  12  gr.  to  102/3  gr.  to  the  penny  in 
1526  as  part  of  a  scheme  to  discourage  the  exportation  of  English  coinage  to  the  continent.4 
An  unfortunate  side-effect  of  this  measure  was  to  drive  older  and  heavier  silver  coins  back  to 
the  mints  for  recoinage  at  the  new,  lower  standard  which  would  yield  a  profit  to  the  owners. 
A  hoard  of  322  silver  coins  deposited  at  an  uncertain  location  between  1526  and  c.  1544  con¬ 
tained  12  European  and  310  English  specimens  of  which  only  16  dated  from  before  1485. 

This  evidence  indicates  that  the  hoard  of  22  groats  unearthed  by  George  Bolton  in  1574  or 

1575  was  most  probably  deposited  between  1526  and  1544.  Bolton  appears  several  times 
elsewhere  in  the  court  records  as  a  “market  looker  for  white  meat”  in  the  “withingreaue’  or 
“wythin  greave”  and  once  as  one  of  two  “Birlamen  for  wthingreve  and  hanginge  dych”. 6  His 
house  is  therefore  most  likely  to  have  been  sited  on  or  near  to  Withy  Grove  or  Hanging 
Ditch,  two  very  old  streets  near  to  Manchester  Cathedral.

THE  G.  R.  ARNOLD  COLLECTION  OF  SILVER  COINS 
OF  THE  SEVERAN  DYNASTY 

As  readers  of  the  Bulletin  will  have  noted  from  issues  of  recent  months,  Seaby  had  the 
pleasure  of  cataloguing  the  Arnold  collection  for  auction  at  Glendining’s  on  Wednesday, 
21st  November.  To  catalogue  and  make  estimations  of  price  on  so  tightly  knit  a  collec¬ 
tion  relating  to  a  relatively  short  period  in  Roman  numismatics  has  its  problems.  Not 
least  was  the  fact  that  the  date  had  been  moved  back  because  of  the  high  number  of 
sales  being  held  as  of  Coinex  Week  early  in  October.  In  the  event,  all  went 
well — catalogues  were  delivered  from  the  printers  well  on  schedule.  We  were  very 
gratified  by  the  many  kind  comments  we  received  on  the  quality  of  the  production. 

The  day  was  a  good  dry  one.  the  sale  room  was  pretty  full  and  both  the  desk  and 
many  of  the  trade  present  were  carrying  commission  bids  in  addition  to  their  own.  A 
pleasant  touch,  at  the  back  of  the  room,  was  the  presence  of  “Bob"  Arnold  (“Tom 
Forrest"  of  The  Archers  fame)  and  members  of  his  family.  With  322  lots  starting  at 
1  p.m.  Mr  French,  the  auctioneer,  was  in  for  a  long  session  but  his  noted  expertise  (and 
dry  ready  wit)  carried  us  through  the  afternoon  until  just  turned  4  p.m.  Remarkably, 
every  coin  was  sold.  Gratifyingly,  for  Bob  Arnold,  as  well  as  the  cataloguers,  the  final 
total  of  £61,545  was  almost  £8,500  above  estimate.  Keen  interest  was  obviously  shown  in 
major  individual  items:  the  star  piece  was  lot  252,  the  Elagabalus  with  the  sacred  cult 
stone  of  Emesa  reverse,  which  fetched  £2,600;  all  the  rare  head  left  portraits  of  Severus, 
Caracalla  and  Geta  (lots  25,  175,  202)  went  for  above  estimate,  the  Caracalla  for  an 
astonishing  £1,100;  the  very  rare  and  ex.  Sir  Arthur  Evans  collection  specimen  with  the 
Arch  of  Severus  fetched  £580.  Particular  interest  was  also  shown  in  the  keen  bidding  for 
the  small  groups  of  coins  in  lots.  All  in  all  it  was  a  very  satisfactory  sale  and  Seaby  are 
proud  to  have  been  asked  by  Bob  Arnold  to  prepare  the  catalogue  for  it. 

The  catalogue  is  extensively  illustrated  with  16  high  quality  plates  plus  having  a  large 
number  of  additional  notes  to  the  pure  lot  listing  that  give  supplementary  details  on  the 
historicity  of  individual  coins,  and  introduction  to  topics  such  as  The  Legionary  Issues, 
The  Sun  Cult  of  Emesa,  etc.  It  is  a  very  useful  supplement  for  all  those  interested  in  the 
coinage  of  the  period.

This  scene  represents  one  of  the  most  poignant  episodes  in  the 
Iliad,  the  story  of  the  Trojan  War.  The  seated  figure  is  Achilles, 
the  Greek  hero,  who  is  receiving  the  supplicant,  the  aged  King 
Priam  of  Troy,  who  begs  for  the  return  of  the  body  of  his  son 
Hector,  slain  by  Achilles  who  then  towed  the  body  behind  his 
chariot  around  the  walls  of  Troy.  Achilles’  brutal  treatment  of 
Hector’s  corpse  besmirtched  the  names  of  the  Greek  heroes.  The 
scene  is  a  favourite  motif  in  antiquity,  being  particularly  found 
carved  on  the  long  panel  sides  of  sarcophagi  from  the  eastern 
Roman  empire.  Examples  of  this  may  be  seen  in  a  number  of 
major  museums.  The  Louvre,  Paris,  has  this  scene  and  others 
from  the  Trojan  cycle  on  several  of  the  sarcophagi  displayed 
there.

Benedetto  Pistrucci  (1784-1855)  cut  very  fine  cameos  after  the 
antique  before  he  came  to  England  in  1814.  He  first  executed  his 
famous  “George  and  Dragon’’  coin  type  as  a  cameo  in  jasper. 
Subsequently  he  was  employed  by  the  Mint  as  Chief  engraver  at 
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a  salary  of  £500  a  year.  His  connection  with  the  coinage  ceased 
in  1825.  It  was  written  of  him.  "Pistrucci  was,  and  is,  and  will 
remain,  the  immortal  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  Dioscorides 
of  the  first,  and  Cellini  of  the  sixteenth".  Certainly  he  was 
unsurpassed  in  the  glyptic  art  in  the  nineteenth  century.
